HANDS UP, EVERYBODY, 


SHOUTED FIGHWAYMAN 


Lone Bandit Captured After 
Lining Up Dozen Men—One 
Person Fatally Shot. 


February 16.—A 
dozen men lined up in the street at 
the point of his revolver proved more 
than a highwayman could control here 
today and when they began to break 
away at the ends of the line, the ban- 
dit commenced shooting. 

After fatally wounding a boy, and 
barely missing,several men with his 
bullets, the bandit turned and ran, 
with his intended victims at his heels. 
He was overtaken two blocks away but 
was rescued on the arrival of the po- 
lice. 

The attempted holdup took place not 
far from the new union station. A 
number of men ‘were standing on the 
corner enjoying the afternoon sun, 
when the robber, who told the officers 
his name was D. R. Leeper, sauntered 
along. 

“Hands up, everybody!” Leeper said, 
flourishing a revolver. No one hesi- 
tated and all obeyed an order to line 
up against the side of a building. 

Finally Leeper’s hat came off and 
down the line he started with a com- 
mand for everybody to “shell out.” At 
that instant two or three men at the 
end jumped from the HNne and ran and 
Leeper began shooting. A bullet pass- 
ed through the lungs of Francis Fitz- 
gerald, a.16-year-old boy. He prob- 
ably will die. A. B. Moon, a saloon- 
keeper, was grazed by a bullet, and 
one man received a bullet hole through 


his hat. 
His revolver empty Leeper started 


to rtn, followed by the crowd. He was 
overtaken but the police arrived and 
took him to a Station.

State Department Issues Sum- 
mary of Wilson’s Messages 
Showing Conditions in the 
Mexican Capital. 


Washington, February 16.—Hurried 
preparations were made in Mexico 
ity today for the flight of American 
women and children from the stricken 
city to safety within the borders of 
the United States. 

As goon as tue armistice had been 
declared, the American embassy staff 
and the committee appointed by Am- 
beassador Wilson began the work of as- 
sembling the panic-stricken fugitive 
!women and children at the embassy. 

Many who hitherto had paid no heed 
to the warning of zhe ambassador to 
leave the city, now were eager to em- 
brace any measures which meant their 
deliverance from the panic which has 
followed in. the wake of a week's 
disorders, 

It was pointed out that the easiest 
way to salety lay via Very Cruz, only a 
short distance by rail. Once arrived 
at the port of the capital city, the ref- 
ugees would have full protection pend- 
ing the continuance of thelr journey 
by steamer to American soil. One 
american dreadnought, the Georgta, 
already lies at anchor in Vera Cruz 
harbor, and two others, the Vermont 
and Nebraska, are uve tomorrow. With 
the guns of these sea monsters lev- 
elled toward the city, refugees would 
have litle to fear, but if necessity 
should arise, the fugitives could ve 
taken aboard ship. 

While preparations flight of the 
women and the younger members of 
the g@merican colony were going for- 
ward, the work of removing all for- 
eigners from the danger zone was en- 
tereg upon in earnest, and hundreds 
sought safety in the neighborhood of 
the American embassy, where every 
kind of a shelter was employed as a 
refuge.

cue committee to remove from danger- 
ous places Americans lacking a sup- 
ply of food and take them to safer 
places, there shovld be a three-hour

BATTLE IN PROGRESS 
EARLY SUNDAY NIGHT 
Laredo, Tex., February 16.— 

Wire communication with 
Mexico City was established 
again over a railroad wire to- 
night at 9:15. ‘The operator 
at Mexico City stated that Ma- 
dero has reiterated his declara- 
tion that he has no intention of 
resigning, and that fighting 
was in progress at that mo- 
ment. After the receipt of two 
messages, communication was 
again cut off. 


The strongest censorship on all dis- 
patches has been established at Mex- 
ico City. Government officials took 
charge of the cable office’ shortly 
after 5 o’clock Saturday evening and 
ruthlessly discarded messages of cor- 
respondents to their papers. . 

Code messages and ail 
containing any expressions whatever 
that might be construed into a sug- 
gestion of the important happenings 
in the capital came under the ban and 
were promptly confiscated by tle 
@ensor and his assistants.. 

Nevertheless several dispatches of 
a somewhat detached nature escaped 
the vigilance of the censorship and 
an early bulletin was flashed through 
that the armistice, signed at 2 o'clock 
Sunday morning, had been broken 
and that both sides were fighting 
savagely. 

ONLY CIPHER MESSAGES 
PERMITTED ON WIRES 

The Mexican government was un- 
able, however, to shut off the official 
dispatches of the diplomatic repre- 
sentatives, but as these are sent in 
cipher considerable delay is being ex- 
perienced because of the time occt- 
pied in translation and the fear is 
expressed that many things may oc- 
cur in the Mexican capital  detri- 
mental to the foreign residents be- 
fore the exact situation is learned by 
the home governments.
